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OFFICE OF THE DIRECTOR 


1. MISSION 

Under the direction of the National Security Council, it is the duty of the Central 
Intelligence Agency to advise on, and to make recommendations for the coordina- 
tion of, intelligence activities relating to the national security; to correlate, eval- 
uate, and disseminate intelligence relating to the national security , and to perform 
services of common concern to the intelligence agencies and to perform such other 
functions as may be directed. 

2. FUNCTIONS 

a. The Central Intelligence Agency shall perform the duties and functions pre- 
scribed by the National Security Act of 1947 (Sec. 102) , together with such other 
duties and functions as may appropriately be assigned to it by competent 
authority. 

b The Director of Central Intelligence is the head of the Central Intelligence 
Agency and is responsible for proper performance of the Agency’s functions. 
In the performance of his duties, the Director shall exercise all powers inherent 
in the head of a department or agency of the Government. 

c The Deputy Director of Central Intelligence assists the Director in the per- 
formance of his duties and acts as the Director in the absence of that official. 

d In addition to his normal authorities as Director of Central Intelligence, the 
Director is charged with the carrying out of such specific statutory functions 
as are set forth in appropriate legislation.

4. MISSION 

The Executive Assistant to the Director is charged with directing the activities 
of the Executive Secretariat and performing such other duties as may be assigned 
by the Director and the Deputy Director. 

CABLE SECRETARIAT 

The Cable Secretary is charged with coordinating policies governing the prepa- 
ration, release, and distribution of CIA cables and is charged with the review, 
processing (exclusive of the encrypting, decrypting, and transmitting proc- 
esses), distribution, and delivery within CIA headquarters of all classified in- 
coming and outgoing CIA cables; ensuring that the originating 
cured the personal approval of the Director on all outgoing cables involving 
questions of national policy; and for ensuring that all intelligence items con- 
tained in cables are transmitted to the office of the DD/I.
